Indiana State Teachers College 


Each year hundreds of inquiries come to Indiana State 
Teachers College from young people, usually high school 
seniors nearing graduation, and from their parents. These 
questions are about teaching and other professions, about 
the functions of Indiana State Teachers College, its basic 
philosophy, history, faculty and student attitudes, equipment 
and facilities and its services. Some of these questions are 
from students who have already decided to come to Indiana 
State Teachers College, while others are from students who 
have yet to choose a life work and want specific information 


on the College. 


High school administrators are doing excellent and ef- 
fective work with their guidance programs, but the problem 
is not solely theirs. These questions about the College, by 
mail and asked of our faculty in the field, convince us that 
an obligation of guidance lies heavily with our state institu- 
tion of higher learning to assist and contribute materially to 
an understanding of the role of higher education in our way 


of life and in the light of our current problems. 


Hence, Indiana State Teachers College offers this book 
of some of the most frequently asked questions and their 


answers. 


eneral Information... . 


Q. Who should go to college? 


A. Any young person who is serious-minded, intelligent, and willing to work 
should accept the opportunity offered by a college education. The prospective 


| college student should possess good qualities of character and reasonah!« abilities 
in school work. . 
With the demand for college-educated persons growing each day : college 


education is more important now than ever before. 


Q. What are opportunities in the teaching profession? For mon? For 


women? 

A. The demand for qualified teachers, both men and women, is very hish, and 
predictions are for the demand to become even greater. Teacher s.\/ivies are 
being increased, working conditions are improving, good retiremen! plans have 
been initiated, and in general, the teaching profession is gaining added prestige. 


Q. Do I have to teach if I enroll at Indiana State? 
A 


No. Indiana State offers courses of study in many areas other than leaching. 
The College is pleased by the high percentage of its graduates who achieve 
success in teaching and school administration, but many succeed i» other 
professions and reflect credit on their training. About 25 per cent of the 
enrolled students are not preparing for the teaching profession. 


Q. What are the chief functions of Indiana State? 
A. To prepare teachers and other employees for the public schools. I 
B. To provide college training in a variety of fields other than teaching. 


| Q. How does Indiana State rank among the teacher training institu- 
| tions? 


A. Founded in 1870, it is one of the oldest and largest. Completely accredited by 
the American Association of Colleges for Teacher Education, the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, and on the latest approved list 
of the Association of American Universities, the College has high evaluation in 
its field. It holds membership in the American Council on Education and the 
American Association of University Women. 


Teaching is the basic profession which prepares youth for tomorrow’s leadership. 
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What are the opportunities for practical training in music, drama 
radio, and journalism? 


Students interested in music may participate in the “Marching Sycamores” 
(all-male), or Symphonic Band, the mixed A cappella Choir, Madrigal Singers, 
Men’s or Women’s Glee Clubs, Orchestra, Oratorio Society, operettas, instru- 
mental ensembles, or Terre Haute Civic-Teachers College Symphony Orchestra. 
Students interested in drama can act and work in major college productions, 
one-acts, or children’s theatre staged in the modern Sycamore Playhouse that has 
outstanding facilities. Radio students have opportunities to act in, write or pro- 
duce “live” shows from the 1]-room radio-television suite. Television instruction 
and program production was initiated in January, 1955. Students with journal- 
istic ability may work on staffs publishing the weekly campus newspaper, student 
directory, yearbook, freshman handbook, poetry magazine, and various other 
publications. 


If I enter Indiana State and discover my personality is not suited 
for teaching, can I change my mind and transfer to another field? 


Yes. Four-year teaching courses are divided into two parts; the first two years 
constitute the Junior College with a broad academic background, and in the 
last two years, or Senior College, the specialized study in education is offered. 
At the end of the first two years, a student who decides to transfer from 
teaching to another field may do so without loss of credit to applicable fields. 
However, it is wise for students to qualify as teachers and use teaching degrees 
to apply on advanced training in either teaching or other professions. 


Do the courses of study at a teacher training institution differ from 
that of any other college or university? 


There is very little difference, if any. Students preparing for the teaching pro- 
fession take courses in general education, professional education, and special- 
ized education. 

In the fields other than teaching, the courses of study are the same as that 
of any other college or university. 


What about pre-enrollment visits to the campus? 


If you are considering Indiana State for your college education, the College 
sincerely hopes that prior to enrollment you will visit the campus to tour the 
buildings and grounds and talk over your college plans. Personal guided tours 
Íor prospective students and parents may be arranged by writing the Office of 
Information Services.

Q. How do I apply for admission to Indiana State? 

A. Your first step is to secure an admission blank, and after you have completed 
filling in the necessary information, deliver the admission blank : iur high 
school principal. The principal will forward it to the College. Y e then 
advised to visit the Registrar's Office where a counselor will talk wii ı about 
your college plans. Finally, it is wise to make early reservations for «sidence 
hall room, see page 8. These matters should be taken care of well lvance 


of the opening of the quarter you expect to start study. 


Q. When do I enroll at the college? 


A. The College's quarters start in September, December, and March. ^ ner ses- 
sions start in June and July. Arrangements to enroll should he mpleted 
at least four weeks before the opening of any particular quarter. À vounselor 


will assist you in making out a trial program. 


. Are there any special subject requirements for freshman admission? 
y sl iy, q 


A. No. Any person who has earned a high school diploma is eligible for admission. 
There are no special high school subject requirements such as foreign languages, 
English, mathematics, college prep courses, etc. 


Q. Are entrance examinations given at Indiana State? 


A. No. Freshmen are given various English and psychological examinations during 
the freshman orientation period, but these tests supply information on you 
for the College’s personal data files and have no bearing on admission. 


Q. If it is impossible to enroll for regular day sessions at Indiana State, 
can I still enroll for some type of study? 


A. Certainly. As a state institution, the College endeavors to extend a broad edu- 
cational program to all. If you live within commuting distance, you can enroll 
in evening or Saturday classes on the campus. Extension classes are offered in 
many communities upon sufficient requests, or you can take courses by corre- 
spondence. Correspondence study is also open to persons in the military service.

he College offers many four-year degree courses providing a broad academic 

background and meeting the Indiana licensing requirements for teaching high 

bool subjects or the elementary grades, including kindergarten. Students 

ould consult the College Catalog for specific areas of specialization. Graduate 

irses of study in the teaching field leading to the Master of Arts and Master 

|| Science degrees are also offered. In collaboration with Indiana University, 
ndiana State also offers study toward the Doctor of Education degree. 

The four major teaching courses outlined are: one for elementary teachers, 

ine for secondary teachers, one for administrators and other school employees, 


ind one for nurses. 


Il hat courses of study other than teaching are available? 


[here are many courses leading to the Bachelor of Arts degree or Bachelor of 


Science degree. 
At Indiana State, a student may pursue a four-year liberal arts degree pro- 


gram. 
In the business field there are four-year degree courses in secretarial 
science, accounting-business administration, merchandising-business administra- 
tion, insurance and real estate, and business management. There is also a 
special two-year non-degree course for bookkeepers and secretaries. 

There are four-year degree courses in the fields of art, journalism, medical 
technology, music, nursing, radio-television, pre-social work, and theater. 

Pre-professional courses are also offered. There are two-year courses in 
pre-dentistry and pre-engineering and four-year degree courses in pre-law and 


pre-medicine. 


Does Indiana State offer any nurses’ training? 


Yes. Indiana State offers a Bachelor of Science degree in nursing in cooperation 
with Terre Haute’s schools of nursing at St. Anthony Hospital and Union Hos- 
pital. Student nurses attend classes on the campus and at the respective hospitals 
in the joint training program.

What is the amount of tuition charged at Indiana State? 


There is no tuition at Indiana State for residents of Indiana. The Collier is a 
state institution, and the state pays the tuition of its students. Out-ol- 1.10. stu- 
dents are required to pay a tuition of $24 per quarter. 

All students must pay a contingent fee of $32 and a student service fe» of $12 
each quarter or a total of $44 per quarter and $132 per year. These are not to be 
confused with tuition. These fees cover library, departmental, laboratory, and 
physical education fees, health service and limited hospitalization, admi- ion to 
all home athletic contests, convocations, concerts, subscription to th. impus 
newspaper, dramatic productions, and use of the Student Union Buiii.. The 
$44 amount is for sixteen hours of study (the normal college “load For 
seventeen or more hours, total fees are $52. Summer term fees total $36 por term. 


What is the cost of living in the College residence halls? 


The total charge for room, including bed linens and board, in both À men’s 
Residence Hall and W. W. Parsons Hall for men is $228 for each 12-week irter, 
and $95 for each 5-week summer term. Adjustments in these rates wil! up or 
down as occasioned by inflation or deflation. After the residence hall a^: onimo- 
dations are exhausted, students may live in college-approved rooms in private 
homes. Students not living in the residence halls can purchase good, inexpensive- 


ly-priced meals in the Student Union cafeteria. 

Write to the Director of Student Housing for your residence hall room 
reservation. You will then be forwarded a housing room application which 
should be returned to the College with an accompanying $20 deposit. Both 
Parsons Hall and Women's Residence Hall are located on the campu:. 

There is a limited number of college-owned apartments available to 
married students. Inquiries on married-student housing should be sent to the 
Director of Student Housing. 


What is a fair estimate of college expenses?

il hat are the opportunities for working one's way through college 
ut Indiana State? 


„oing to college is a full time job in itself, and students should not seek work 
unless it is necessary. However, many students do have to earn part of their 
llege expenses. The Dean of Men's Office operates the Student Employment 
lice and accepts job applications and helps students find employment both 
and off campus. Students planning to seek work should file applications with 
Dean of Men's Office. Terre Haute offers wonderful employment oppor- 
nities for students, and the downtown campus site is a definite advantage for 
dents seeking part-time employment. 


in students live off-campus? 


Vii students returning to their homes each evening are permitted to live off 
pus. All others are required to live in the college residence halls or college- 
proved rooms in Terre Haute. Married students are permitted to secure apart- 
nts in the city on their own. The College has no trailer park, but there are 
‘eral located in and around the city. 


iow do expenses at Indiana State compare with other colleges and 
universities? 


i.ower. This fact coupled with the high rating given the College by accrediting 
'tencies offers Indiana State students expert instruction at a lower cost than is 
eenerally available at other leading colleges and universities. 


What scholarships are available? 


The College awards 184 State Scholarships each year to high school seniors 
graduating from high schools in Indiana. There are also Alumni Scholarships, 
Merit Scholarships, Memorial Scholarships and Special Scholarships. To apply 
for any scholarships, write directly to Scholarship Committee, Indiana State 
Teachers College, Terre Haute, Indiana. 

If you are a senior in an Indiana high school and are interested in a scholar- 
ship to Indiana State, you are advised to take the annual State Scholarship ex- 
amination given in your high school. Indicate on this test that Indiana State 
is your first choice of colleges. Application to take this examination should be 
made to your high school principal. 


Is Indiana State Teachers College approved for G.I. study? 


Yes. Many World War II veterans chose Indiana State, not only because of the 
excellent courses of study, but because the over-all college expenses were lower. 
Many Korean veterans find that the lower costs are a great advantage in meet- 
ing college expenses with their subsistence allowances.

Are there any social fraternities and sororities on the campi 


There are four social fraternities and seven social sororities. All are affiliated 


with national organizations. The four fraternities are Lambda Chi Alpha, Siza 
Phi Epsilon, Tau Kappa Epsilon, and Theta Chi. All fraternities have chapter 
houses. The sororities are Alpha Omicron Pi, Alpha Sigma Alpha, Chi Ov sn, 
Delta Gamma, Gamma Phi Beta, Sigma Kappa, and Zeta Tau Alpha. 


Is there an organization for students not belonging to socia! j: 
ternities or sororities? 


The Independent Students Association is open to all unorganized student 
the campus. The group actively participates in campus elections and ^ 
activities. 


Áre there any honorary organizations on the campus? 


Yes. Indiana State has a chapter of Kappa Delta Pi, national honor fraternity 
in education and the highest ranking organization in its field. Pamarista twi 
women and Blue Key for men are high-ranking service honoraries. Almost every 
department of the college offers some type of honorary organization or pral 
sional group membership for its students. Women graduates of Indiana State art 
eligible for membership in the American Association of University Women. 


Do the residence halls plan any activities? 


Yes. Both residence halls plan dinners, dances, openhouses, songfests, and inter- 
residence hall programs.

Is ‘ere an active student government? 
TI is very active student government on the campus. The Student Council, 
a -lent-elected body, is the highest student tribunal. This group determines 


manv student policies, and some of its members serve on other college com- 
mittees with faculty members. All classes elect representatives to the Student 
Council besides electing their own class officers. The College firmly believes that 
college is a place for youth to learn participation in democratic government. 


How do the administration and faculty regard extra-curricular 
activities? 


Extra-curricular activities are deemed a necessary part of the whole education 
of the student by faculty and administrative staff members. Some restrictions 
may be established for the over-ambitious students who try to extend themselves 
too far, but in the main the student is permitted to follow his interests. 


Athletic Activities . . . . 


Does the College maintain an attractive schedule of varsity sports 


Indiana State is a member of the Indiana Collegiate Conference, the India 
Intercollegiate Conference, and the National Association of Intercollegiate ^ 
letics and maintains schedules in all major and most minor sports. Besi- 
competition with Indiana college teams, Indiana State athletes compete 
many out-of-state rivals. 

In 1950, the Indiana State basketball team won the N.A.I.A. title in Kai 
City, Mo. The Sycamores won the I.C.C. net title in 1951 and that same se: 
formed half of the United States Olympic team that won the Pan-Ameri 
basketball championship in Buenos Aires, Argentina. 


What are the eligibility requirements for varsity sports? 


Indiana State abides by the rules and regulations of the Indiana Collegi: 
Conference and the Indiana Intercollegiate Conference. Freshmen are n 
eligible to compete on varsity teams. All athletes must maintain the required 
scholastic standing in their respective classes to remain eligible. Indiana Sime 
freshman teams maintain schedules with frosh units of other colleges. 


Is there a program for non-varsity athletes? 


An extensive intramural schedule including all sports from football and 
basketball to table tennis and horse shoe pitching is arranged each year for 
non-varsity students. Keen competition exists between the various campus or- 
ganizations for the respective titles and the over-all intramural trophy. Intra- 
mural activities sometimes are a stepping stone to varsity team positions. An 
intramural program is also outlined for the women students.

Q. How many buildings make up the operating plant?

i xpected to be ready for the Fall of 1957 is the newly-remodeled Industrial 
Edw stion Building. This building's wing addition housing a print shop and 
aui» inechanics laboratory was completed in 1956. Also opened in 1956 were the 
new Home Economics Building and the Physical Education Field. The College 
Libhrory's remodeling and new six-story addition were completed in the spring 
of ! 7, College officials are planning a new Science Hall and new women’s 
residence hall. 


Does the College have a Student Union Building? 


Yes. In keeping with the development of student buildings on the nation’s 
cauepases, the College has a beautiful Student Union Building offering many 
facilities. It has a large auditorium seating 1800 persons, a 70-foot swimming 
pool, a cafeteria, snack and sandwich grill, recreation rooms, ballrooms, lounges, 
mecting rooms, and a small hotel. Plans are made to enlarge the building. 


Q. What is the Indiana State Teachers College Laboratory School? 
A 


Rated as one of the largest and finest schools of its type in the nation, the 
Laboratory School has nine hundred pupils in its kindergarten through high 
school grades and is a proving ground for the latest trends in education. It | 
is in the Laboratory Sehool that college students preparing for a teaching career | 
start to observe classrooms in action. The College’s modern-equipped Special 
Education Clinic is located in this building as are the special classes for young 
mentally-retarded and crippled children.

Where in Terre Haute, Indiana, is Indiana State located? 


The College occupies a compact campus area covering approximately thirty- 
seven acres in the heart of the City of Terre Haute (80,498 population 
campus is just two blocks north of the “Crossroads of America,” the interse T. 
point of the great U.S. Highways 40 and 41. 

Major bus and rail lines and two airlines serving the city provide excellent 
transportation facilities. The city is also the home of Rose Polytechnic Institut: 
a men's engineering college, and Saint Mary-of-the-Woods, a Catholic wontn's 
college. 

Terre Haute is 74 miles southwest of Indianapolis on a direct | 
route and nine miles from the Indiana-Illinois state line. Mileage to 
Indiana cities is shown on the sketch below. 


Are there out-of-door recreation spots nearby? 


The College owns and operates the picturesque Allendale Lodge in an ow! g 
suburban country site, and the city's large Deming Park is another !oeal 
out-of-door recreation area. Student groups frequently go to Indiana s “inie 
parks at Turkey Run, Shakamak, and McCormick’s Creek, all in the immediate 
vicinity.

Q. That is the size of the faculty?

Q. Ds the faculty offer counseling service to the students? 


A. ` Each freshman is assigned a counselor in his respective field, and the 
(e elor has periodic conferences with the student to discuss courses of study, 
/'iides, or personal problems. The Deans of Men and Women and the Coordinator 
oi "rudent Personnel Services also offer counseling services to the student. 


Q. Does the College aid in securing positions for its graduates? 


Yes The College maintains an efficient and effective Placement Bureau and 
lile-time service is free to all graduates. The Bureau keeps on file the records 
und credentials of graduates eligible for placement and helps arrange interviews 
with employing officials. 


Q. Does the College have an active Alumni Association? 


A. The Alumni Association of the College is very active. There are clubs in every 
section of Indiana and many clubs outside of the state. Upon graduation every 
student automatically becomes a member of this organization.
